The scheduled one-hour cfo- 
cusrion between Sadat and 
Brown ran on 'for two horns 
to cover a range of security 
issues, inchiriing additional 
American aims for his coucr 
try. 


American defense officials 
who attended toe meeting said 
tint, despite Sadat’s forceful 
remark* an Camp David, the 
tafias were “quite frienffiy.” 
Egypt and Israel are dine to 
resume .their deadlocked peace . 
negotiations at the presidential

Killing of U.S. envoy

KABUL, Feb. 17 (AP) — 
It was a cbiMy. dear Wednes- 
day morning when U-S. Am- 
bassador Adolph “Spike” Ehtos 
finished breakfast, climbed into 
tss yellow Oftdsmobtie and 
headed for toe embassy. He 
□ever made ft. 

His car, flying a small Ame- 
rican flag, was stopped by four 
armed terrorists, triggering a 
tense drama, that ctimaxed 
vrito Dubs’ death and Ufl. dip- 
lomatic protests to Afghanistan 
and toe Soviet Union. 

Here is a reconstruc tion 
based on interviews with wit- 
nesses and diplomatic sources 
and official Afghan announ- 
cement: 

At 8:25 A.M., Dubs left 
his residence. His driver, Gid 
Muhammad, routinely locked 
afi of toe car’s doors by re- 
mote control and took one of 
die systematically varied routes 
to the US. embassy. 

At an intersection near toe 
American cultural centre 1 , about 
halfway to toe embassy, a 
man in a poMceman uniform 
motioned the car to stop and 
toftd toe driver he wished to 
ask about some “suspicions.” 
As Muhammad lowered the 


■window, toe man raised a re- 
volver to has head and ordered 
to unlock: toe doors. Hie “po- 
liceman” and three often en- 
tered toe car about 8:40 and 
told toe driver to go to toe 
Kabul Hotel in the center of 
town. 

A*, the hotel, Dubs was ta- 
ken up to tire seoond floor 
by three of toe gunmen. The 
fourth went to toe front desk 
and brought back a derk at 
gunpoint to unlock the door 
to Room 117. 

■Dubs’ driver was freed and 
told to go so toe embassy to 
tefi U.S. officials about toe 
abduction. Embassy officials 
told Afghan authorities, who 
sent police to the hotel. 

The police arrived at 9 am., ' 
and so did U.S. diploinat Bru- 
ce Flatin, who advised them 
to use extreme caution, saying 
“time is on toe side of toe au- 
thorities” 

Three Soviet police advisers 
arrived at the hotel a few 
mmutes later carrying equip- 
ment wrapped in a green co- 
ver, followed by Sergei BaJcbu* 
rin, chief security officer at the 
Soviet Embassy here, ft is not 
known what toe equipment 
was.

At 11:20, Afghan authorities 
moved ladders against the watt 
of toe hotel.

But toe gov- 
ernment announced toe tenor 
isfc sought the release of a 
man named Bahruddin Babes, 
assumed to be one of the 
several thousand political pris- 
oners in Afghans stan.

The Chicago office, which 
will be established after the 
Los Angeles is opened, will 
supervise and help Saudi stu- 
dents studying in Ohio, Michi- 
gan. Indiana, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, North Dakota 
and South Dakota. 

Each branch office will be 
headed by a regional supervi- 
sor reporting to the Mission in 
Houston. An academic adviso- 


ry unit and a social and cultur- 
al advisory unit will function 
under the direction of the re- 
gional supervisor.

“We have seen encroach- 
ments of Cubans in Ethiopia; 
in Afghanistan the Soviet-bac- 
ked fauces have taken control 
— without any reaction from 
ifce United States," Pharaon 
said. 

With its vast oil reserves, 
large area and «na1l popula- 
tion, Saudi Arabia has proved 
that it needs an affiance with 
the United States, he added

PARIS, Feb. 17 HR)— A 
idasi of Arctic weather has 
brought near paralysis to 
much of Europe and authori- 
ties blamed the cold snap for 
a’ least 58 deaths. 

In France, heavy snow cut 
off highways as Ear south as 
Marseilles, where traffic was 
backed up for more than 20 
kilometers north of the city 
usd radio stations told moto- 
rists to stay home. 

Troops in Holland battled 
with heavy machinery to dear 
blocked roads, bridges and 
dykes after a 3 6- hour blizzard 
which brought the country to 
a virtual standstill. 

In Sweden, the main high- 


ways reopened but cars travel- 
led in ooavoys behind snow- 
ploughs escorted by police. In 
Denmark, traffic authorities 
estimated that 8,000 cars bad 
been, abandoned because of 
drifting snow. 

Denmark also reported the 
worst tragedy so far from the 
freezing weather. The navy 
said 15 fishermen (tied in the 
North Sea off West Jutland 
when four fishing boats iced 
over and capsized. 

La Britain, suffering Its worst 
winter in 15 years, three rail- 
way men were killed in two 
separate accidents as they 
cleared snow from blocked 
tracks in northern England.

Yesterday was a great day for the Palestinians as their 
leader Yasser Arafat visited Tehran and was received by the 
Ayatollah Khomeini who handed over to him the keys to the 
Israeli trade mission in Tehran to be used as the Palestine 
Liberation Organization office. 

The Palestinians have thus gained a powerful new friend in 
the Iranian revolution and in the person of the AyaXoUah 
who does not seem to care who he displeases in his espousal 
of the just and tragic cause of the Palestinians In contrast to 
Khomeini, the old regime in Tehran had nurtured extremely 
dose relations ,wrth the Israelis at the expanse of the Arabs 
and the holy city of Jerusalem. It was always sad and depres- 
sing to see an Islamic state giving hospitality and recognition 
to another whose troops colonize three Arab states and occupy 
one of their holiest cities and shrines. This is now no more 
and Iran's action in severing all kinds of relations with Israel 
and reinstating the Palestinians, is a historic victory for the 
Palestinians and the Arabs and a new SHip to tbe struggle to. 
re^ia the holy city. 

This is an extremely significant development in the Mid- 
dle East and even if it does not show tangible results in the 
immediate future, its repercussions are bound to be felt for 
a long time to cook. 

WELCOME QUEEN 

Britain’s Queen Elizabeth H touched down yesterday at 
Riyadh at the start of a visit that is a formal recognition of 
the interdependence of the two countries. The skirl of Na- 
tional Guard bagpipes at Riyadh Airport that greeted the 
British royal party is perhaps the least significant contribution 
of Great Britain to Saudi Arabia but is as evocative as the 
crude realities of trade figures and oil imports. 

While the visit of a constitutional monarch must always 
dwell in the realm of the picturesque, British officials accom- 
panying the Queen are expected to cover much ground with 
their Saudi colleagues on vital questions raised by recent events 
in Iran and over what Britain can contribute to Saudi deve- 
lopment. 

Britain needs Saudi Arabia as a market and a source of 
jobs at home just as closely as the Kingdom needs British 
expertise in engineering, medicine or even English that makes 
Saudi Arabia home from home for 13,000 Britons. This at- 
mosphere of mutual benefice has never been soured by post- 
colonial bitterness; although the British Foreign Office back- 
ed King Abdul Aziz* foe in the Hijaz in the 1920s, at least 
the British government of India did well by tbe King. 

Tawdry disputes over bonders have long ago evaported. An 
atmosphere of mutual trust has buHit up— hc*ped not hindered 
by Britain'* withdrawal from its protective role on the world 
stage. Saudi Arabia will continue to appreciate the efforts of 
Britain to undo the muddles of tbe colonial era 

For Britain, the lump on the map between London and 
Bombay has grown into something of infinitely greater signi- 
ficance — the arbiter of stability in (he fuel that moves its 
industrial economy. For British officials in Riyadh and surely 
for the Queen herself, this fad will never be quite concealed 
by the pageantry of the races and desert entertainments. 

As a lady sovereign visiting Saudi Arabia. Queen Eliza- 
beth has no forerunner. But she is preceded by her kinswo- 
man, Princess Alice, Countess of Atidone, who made a pio- 
neering motor crossing of Saudi Arabia the same week in 
1938 that King Abdul Aziz received the momentous news of 
the tests on Dammam Seven. 


SURVIVAL! 


The U-S. Secretary of Defense Harold Brown visited 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan, Israel and finally Egyp*. During his 
tour of Arab countries he spoke of peace and stability and 
the need to ward off foreign aggression and foreign-insti gated 
subversion. But during bis visit to Israel he reiterated. Ameri- 
ca's commitment to Israeli survival and, accenting to press 
reports, promised further military supplies to it. He failed 
however, or did not want, to make a fine distinction between 
Israels survival and the continuation of Us occupation of 
Arab lands and denial of Palestinian rights which was made 
possible by unlimited American rraRtary snpporL Nor did he 
care to find out how Israel would cooperate with the U.S. 
in bringing about a just and lasting settlement in the Middle 
East when it has so much military power at its disposal, 
thanks to American largess. 

Israeli Prime Minister Mena hem B&gm was reported to 
be "extremely satisfied" at the reauK of his talks wito Brown 
which dealt with Israeli requests for new weapons estimated to 
be worth several billion dollars. All this seems to tally with 
Kissinger’s approach to the Middle East problem which 
mu summed up in more arms to Israel to “prevent a military 
solution." All that it succeeded in doing is to prevent a peace-

Independence in St. Lucia

CASTRIES, SL Lucia — 

“From seventy-nine, St Lu- 
cia is mine!" The slogan, com-, 
posed by a St Lucian school- - 
giri, was reconsneded to the 
120,000 people of tons tiny eas- 
tern Caribbean island by their 
• Premier, John Compton. 

It has a certain relish about 
it, which reflects the long drawn 
out process of negotiating full 
independence from Britain; 
“absolutely intolerable and hu- 
miliating,” Compton called it 
last year, as he shuttled with 
hts negotiators between St 
Lucia and Whitehall, “like 
mendicants seeking favors from 
a master.” 

But on Feb. 22 full indepen- 
dence finally comes to St Lu- 
cia after more than a centurjr 
and-a-balf of colonial rule and 
pearly 12 years of semi-auto- 
nomy under British protection. 

Independence is being fur 
iousiy opposed by the minority 
Labor Party. Not that k is 
against freedom; but it argues 
strongly that independence has 
been agreed by Compton over 
the beads of opposition 
groups and the people; 

There is the added prospect 
of independence euphoria 
boosting Compton's electoral 
support, which has been dec- 
■ lining during has nearly 15 
years in power, and saving him 
a further term following elec- 
tions wWtoh have to be called 
■by May.

Islamic 
coinsand 
anempire

What is an Islamic com? 

Dr. ‘Aii Kettaai, ntnrasma- 
4isi and sdf-mstracted expen 
on the subject, defines a a Is- 
lamic coin as one on which 
Arabic script » used. There 
are sane exceptions, however, 
as he is quick to point out 
The earliest coins struck

Manic onus were struck, 
not amprisin^y, wherever Is- 
lam took toot and that covers 
most of the Old World. In 
Europe, Islamic influence was 
dominant, qt one time or ano- 
ther, in the Iberian peninsula, 
southern Italy and Sicily, Cre- 
te, and the ftaHrawL In Asia, 
M uslims spread the faith as 
far as the Caucasus and Si- 
beria in the north, Burma and 
Indonesia in the east 

Dr. Kettam, Professor of 
Electrical Engineering at 
Dthahnan’s University of Pet- 
roleum and Minerals, is inte- 
rested m afl aspects of Isla- 
mic cuttnre. Prom his point of 
view, numdsmatdogy provides 
a fascinating study which re- 
flects developments inside Is- 
lamic society down through 
the centuries; far it is only in 
their historical context that 
coins can be property appre- 
ciated. , 

The inscription and artistry 
on coins invariably offer some 
due to the society wlndi pro- 
duces them. This is certainly 
the case wife Islamic coins, 
which reflect with great fide- 
lity the political circumstances, 
priorities, economic policy, and 
cultural evolution of the va- 
rious stales *r.d dynasties that 
struck them. 

At the time of the Prophet's 
death, only Fenian and By- 
Z-' urine coins were used in the 
Near East Arabia consisted 
of chy states which did not 
mint coins.

A cons- 
cious effort was made not to 
aienale them. Under Muawi- 
ya, coins were struck in Hams 
with the image of the Byzan- 
tine Emperor intact, but with 
the declaration ’There is no 
God but God" inscribed on 
them.

U.S. court prevents Iran 
from cashing in on $30m 


NEW YORK. Feb. 17 (API 
— A subsidiary of American 
Telephone and Telegraph has 
obtained a court order keeping 
the new Iranian government 
from collecting on a $30.2 mil- 
lion letter of credit in a New 
York bank. 

The suit by American Beil 
said the money was based on a 
contract it had with the “Im- 
perial Government of Iran."* 
The company said that termr 
nation of the contract ai this 
lime would result in a los* U> 
the firm of at least S55 million. 

The company asked for a 
permanent injunction prevent' 
ing the Manufacturer's Trust 
from returning any of the mo- 
ney to the new government. 

FSled in State Supreme 
Court at Manhattan, the suit 
also alleged that the former 
government of the Shah had 
breached the contract b> fail - 
ing to make required payments 
in the turbulent December and 
January. 

Justice Bernard Nadel signed 
a temporary restraining order 
law Friday and ordered a hear- 
ing next Tuesday on the re- 
quest for a permanent injunc- 
tion. 

Under a S9Q million con- 
tract, American Bell was pro- 


viding consultants and equip- 
ment to the government of 
Iran for work on a telecommu- 
nications facility. 

The. contract said that 20 per 
cent of monthly payments to 
American Bdl for work done 
would be made by drawing on 
a S38.S million down payment 
deposited in a bank here. The 
S30.2 million was what 
was left of the down. payment. 

American Bell obtained a

At guerrilla buildup 


Rhodesian jets strike into Zambia 


SALISBURY, Feb. 17 (R) 

— Rhodesian jet aircraft Satur- 
day attacked black guerrilla 
bases in southern Zambia, 
striking at a buildup of forces 
being prepared to cross into 
Rhodesia, military headquarters 
announced. 

The raids took place at 7 
a.m. in the Livingstone area 
of Zambia, a communique 
said. "All aircraft have re- 
lumed safely to base," it said. 

"Recent intelligence showed 
than the buildup of terrorists 
was taking place preparatory 
to infiltrating into Rhodesia,* 


it said. "These holding camps 
were situated outside the built- 
up areas of Livingstone and 
i nly these ZIPRA camps were 
i.: lacked.” 

ZJPRA is the Zimbabwe 
African People's Revolutionary 
Army of Zambia-based Patrio- 
tic Front alliance joint leader 
Joshua Nit onto. 

The raids were launched 
five days after an. Air Rhode- 
sia Viscount airliner crashed 
in northern Rhodesia, killing 
all 59 passengers and crew. 

Nkomo has cflaimed tha* his 
forces shot down the plane. It 


was believed here that it had 
been bit by at least one ground- 
lo-air missile. 

Rhodesian government lea- 
ders quickly pledged revenge 
for the disaster — the second 
lime ZJPRA forces had down- 
ed an aiiftiner here. Last SepL 
3. 38 passengers and crew died 
when another Viscount was 
hit by a missile in ihe same 
region. 

The military also reported 
Saturday that Rhodesian 
troops shot up bujJidmgs in the 
southern mining town of Sha- 
barn Thursday night, killing a 



civilian and damaging houses. 

A communique also report- 
ed that guerrillas sabotaged a 
strategic railroad bridge bet- 
ween here and the eastern' gar- 
rison town of Iftntali. 

The military gave few de- 
tails of the attack on Sbabani. 
200 mites south of here. 

The communique, the first 
since Thursday, said: “La^ 
night following an incident in 
ShabarH security Forces opened 
fire from a number of bases 
m the vicinity of the town. 
One black civilian was killed 
and buildings in the area were 
.damaged. There was no direct 
terrorist mvoBventeaL.” 

U gave no other details. 

Elsewhere. security forces 
were said to have killed seven 
insurgents, five “terrorist col- 
laborators.” and a cattle rust- 
ler. Four other civilians were 
slain in crossfire. 

Wkh the latest deaths, the 
military command has acknow- 
ledged that security forces 
have slain 2,057 blacks, usual- 
ly described as terrorist colla- 
borators. curfew breakers or 
crossfire victims.

All survive 
cargo jet, fighter 
mid-air collision 


TAIPEI, Feb. 17 (AiP) 
— A T rans-Mediterranean Air- 
ways Boeing 707 cargo plane 
collided in midair Saturday 
with a Taiwan air force F-100 
fighter, but both aircraft land- 
ed safety in Taipei. 

Taipei airport sources said 
there were no casualties. 

With most of its tail cut off. 
the IMA made an emergency 
landing at Taipei's Internatio- 
na] Airport as its pitot skil- 
fully maneuvered his aircraft 
down, said the sources, who 
declined to be identified. 

Carrying a cargo described 
as general and a crew of three, 
the TMA plane was approa- 
ching Taipei from Bangkok 
when the collision took place. 
Sources said it occurred 10 
minutes before the cargo plane 
lowered its landing gear. 

According to the sources, 
the pilot of the Chinese com- 
bat plane bailed out and es- 
caped unharmed shortly after, 
the crash. The Chioesc air 
force declind to confirm this.

“leftist adveniurer" and rebel 
whose uprising was mistaken 
and unnecessary, it said this 
group secretly arrested Peng's 
ySycuroid motner. who died 
under its cruel treatment. 

When ihe masses resisted 
these actions, the paper added. 
Sun’s group secretly transferr- 
ed mihiiu troops into the town 
and on Aug. 26. 1967, began 
a two-week "extermination 
campaign.” 

One of Sun's followers be- 
headed Peng’s nephew, Peng 
K.O. and hung his head in a 
busy Haifeng district fur three 
days as a demonstration to 
the masses, the paper said. 

"At the lime ui the Aug. 
2d great massacre. Premier 
Cnou lEn-lai) ordered weapons 
collected and a hah to die 
killing. ' ihe paper reported, 
■but Sun's group demonstrated 
in the streets and pasted up 
"couifiurrevoluidonary slo- 
gans" against him. 

NMien party vice chairman 

Yeh Citicn-ying sent an army 
team to investigate in 1974, 
Suns lolluwers falsified .re- 
cords and covered up their 
crimes, it said. 

In another investigation last 
year, it added, authorities re- 
ceived more than 8.00U letters 


and more than 5.000 visits from 
the masses. 


The paper said Sun was a 
follower of the late Defease 
Minister Lin Piao, reportedly 
killed in a plane crash in 1971 
while trying to flee after an 
unsuccessful plot against Mao. 
Lin has been Linked to the 
“Gang of Four” radical lea- 
ders, purged in 1976 on char- 
ges of trying to cause chaos 
and seize power. 


Four civilians have beery re- 
portedly slain. by guerrillas, 
raising the reputed death toU 
of their victims to over 3,000. 

Reporting the bridge sabo- 
tage, the military command 
said the main railroad between 
Salisbury and Umiak, admi- 
nistrative hub for the coffee 
and tea plantations, orchards 
and ranches, had been tempo- 
rarily cut "foikwving terrorist 
damage.”

Jn a copyright story in the 
newspaper’s Saturday maga- 
zine, Mrs. Greener- told of 
what she saw during her six 
hours in January aboard toe 
boat that reeked erf sweat, rott- 
ing food and human waste. 

The freighter was still, moo- 
red in Manila. Bay Saturday. 
The Philippine government 
had planned to order R out, 
of Philippine waters last week 
but changed plans when it- be- 
gan receiving positive response 
from governments considering 
taking those on board as re? 
lugeeq, 

ihe refugees were odd, 
young, sick, bored. Some sax 
with their heads in their hands. 
Maggots burrowed into the 
cargo of flora: and cattle feed. 
Mothers tried to rock their 
' -children asleep in the oppres- 
sive heat. In the hold, a small 
boy slept while flies Hoed the 
elk of his infected left eye. 

Babies were crying. Even 
some of the odder chaktrcn 
wept as they sal alone, ignor- 
ed. 

There was scaffolding down 
one side of the Tung Art, and 
refugees used it as a laundry, 
area and lavatory. The sea 
water below was covered wkh 
human excrement. Farther 
down the deck, refugees used 
cans tied to ropes to bring j)p 


the water in which they bathed 
The PhaJSppine government 
provided food and drinking 
water daily, but the support 
pledged by President Ferdinand 
Marcos did not include letting 
the refugees off the Tung An. 


The fisherman who brought 
Ms. Greener and two other 
journalists to the freighter by 
canoe was to come back for 
them, bur was apparently chas- 
ed away by the Coast Guard. 
Deciding to give themselves 
up, they fmst put some blank 


rolls of film in their camera 
bags. They hid the exposed 
film in their boots, pants and 
shirts. 

Several Vietnamese went 
topside and told the Coast 
Guard toot "Press" had got 
aboard. Officers came onto the 
Tung An and, Ms, Greener 
wrote, she'd “never seen any- 
one so mad.” The trio was 
taken to the mainland and held 
ic a hot, tiny room for two 
hours while Coast Guard offi- 
cers phoned various authnri- 


ffnotn tlhe belfry did not stop, 
the guard said troops broke 
down toe church door and en- 
tered the church, shooting. 

After the incident, the guard 
said, five bodies were found 
inside the church. Three young 
people escaped, he said. 

Civil groups, including the 
prestigious Nicaraguan Deve- 
lopment Institute, toe Chamber 
of Commerce, the Industrial 
Chamber, the Cotton Growers 
Chamber and several potificai 
parties called an early morning 
meeting to demand a Leon 
province-wide general strike.
